FIRE MARSHAL SAYS MURDER.

Points to Missing Money and Keys and
Direction the Bullet Took to Prove

His Theory.Can "Charley"
Newhall Explain It?

Boston, July 29..Whether Alice Barrett
was killed or took her own life is as much
a mystery as ever, but that she was mixed
up in financial transactions which might
have lod to either eHd came out to-day during
Fire Marshal Whitcomb's investigation. It

la now known that she lost $5,000 in Sugar
stocks, and also that she tried to borrow

$1. JO on the day she bought the revolver,
saying she needed the money that day, and

she appeared to be downcast when refused.
On the other hand, there are good

grounds for believing that a murder was

sommitted.
W. C. Codman, one of the firm which emulovedMiss Barrett, at No. 40 Water

street, has no patience with the suicide

theory. He declares that he knows the

girl, and that she never stole a cent from

him In her life.
'The girl," he said to the Fire Marshal

and to others, "was murdered. The murderertook the money and escaped by the

window."
Points to Mnrder.

Fire Marshal Whitcomb is himself a convertto the murder theory. He brought
out to-day the fact of the disappearance
of Miss Barrett's bunch of keys, and a

check for $35, which was with the missing
$200 in Codman & Codman's safe on the

day of her death.
Said the Fire Marshal to-day. "There is

a good deal in the case that suggests
mnrder. For instance, take the wound

that caused the death of the young woman.

The muzzle of that revolver was held almostat Miss Barrett's collarbone. It was

fired downward. See how she would have
had to cramp her arm to get It around to

where the bullet would enter near the
collarbone and pass dowuward. I confess
it is mighty singular that she should do it

I that way. Had the bullet gone in horizontallyone might not think much^ of it.

But that is one of the things in this case

that should be looked at closely."
"If Miss Barrett was murdered, how din

her murderer escape with the office lacked

on the inside?" asked the reporter.

: 10 SEJEN HURT.
Washout on the Long Island

Railroad Caused a
Wreck.

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Engineer Jackson Stood at His
Post and Tried to Save

the Passengers.
Three persons were severely injured, one

of them perhaps fatally, and four were

considerably shaken np and bruised by the
derailing of train No. 72 on the Port JeffersonBranch of the Long Island Road yesterdaymorning at 6:25 o'clock. Here is a

list of the Injured:
Arthur, H. W., cut oil head and legs, and

arms bruised.
Elbersou, Joseph, cut on head and body, and

back Injured.
Jackson, Coe (engineer), cut and bruised about

head.
Lenhardt, P. Frederick, three ribs broken, and

injured internully.
Miller, Robert (fireman). Severe contusions on

Iiody.
Smith. Major Clinton E., three ribs broken,

cut about neck, arms and legs.
Woodhull, Charles H., severely cut about

head, neck, hands and legs.
The accident was caused by a washout at

3 point where a very considerable depressionexists in the track, a mile east of the
station at East X'orthport. The entire
train, consisting of an engine and tender,
i combination smoker and two passenger
coaches, was thrown from the track and
wrecked. The engine ploughed its way
througli a snlall < at and landed on the
right side of the rails, while the rest of
the train fell on the left.
There, were ten passengers on board at

the time of the accident, tuid that some of
them were not killed is a'miracle, for ell
of them were tossed headlong by the suddennessof the shock, and all expected
to be killed outright when the Coaches
were lifted from the track, and went tearingand grinding along the road bed on
their sides.
'Train X'o. 72 was apparently out for misfortunesyesterday. Half a mile from the
scene of the ditching, it ran into a bed of
djrt, thrown on the track by a land siide.

Engineer Stuck to Ilis Post.
Engineer Jnekson thought he had his iron

horse under perfect control, but when the
tracks came in sight at the foot of the
hill, where two or three wet weather creeks
invariably form during the showers, he
saw that a portion of the rails wore submergedand slightly depressed. Instinctivelyhe reversed the lever, threw on the air
brakes aud tried to stop the train, but.
through its momentum and the slippery
condition of the tracks it went plunging on,
despite his efforts.
From his seat in the cab Jackson could

see that the north track was a foot lower
than the other for a distance of fifty feet.
It was too late o avoid a wreck, and he
next histant the ponderous mass of iron
and steel left her course and plowed into
the rooks and dirt on the north side of the
cur. Suddenly she swerved to the left
and bounded across the track again, fallingon her left side, where she lay. hissing
and sputtering hot water and steam-from
her strained pipes. When the engine took

Engineer Jackson courageously stuck to

the throttle and clutched tb air brake
valve. In vain attempts to stQP the train
ar.d save his passengers. He stood at his
poet until the engine rolled over in the
mud and stopped. Then he crawled from
his cab, which had been torn away from
the engine, and found that he had escaped
with ''a skinned ear and banged head," to
US" his own words.
The coaches anil smoker had gone into

work of rescuing the passengers. Con?j

Wrecking trains, under the supervision

was filled in so that the east and west
bound trains could get through. Four
passenger trains, besides the gravel and
wrecking outfits, were stalled and arrived
at their destinations from one to five hours
late.
The blame for the accident has not yet

been fixed. No one seems to know whether
or not a trackwalker is employed at that
point. but a man by the name of Fleet
Ketchum, who claims to have passed over

the track fifteen minutes previous to the
wreck, says that to all appearances everythingwas all right.

RAILROAD MEN ANXIOUS.

The utter demoralization >f freight rates
on both east and west-bound traffic receivedthe attention of the Board of -^cn-,
trol of the Joint Traffic Association yesterday^At the secret session during the fore-'
noon the situation was discussed in a generalway by those present. All of the lines
were represented except the Vandalla, CanadianPacific and Ontario & Western.
After this conference the presidents of

the roads were divided into two co>mmittopsDnp consisting' nf the nreeidents of
the roads leading out from Chicago, took
up the east-bound situation, and the other,
comprising the presidents of the trunk
lines leading from this city, considered
the west-bound rates.
Reports were turned in to the main body

late in the afternoon. Owing to the importanceof the matter in hand and the
necessity of considering it for some time
before taking action, the meeting was adjournedto meet again at 11 o'clock this
morning.
It is believed that radical measures of

some kind will be deckled upon. Other
meetings of traffic managers and even of
presidents have resulted in promises that
rates should thereafter be strictly maintained.None of these promises has been
kept. Now it it is realized that the very
life of the association is endangered unless
a stop is put to rate cutting, and decisive
action is expected.

MURDERED AND BURNED.
Williams Accused of Killing Gullio for

excited. When questioned he said that
he had been assaulted and robbed in Wakefield.He remembered nothing after having
been hit on the head with a club, until he
awoke on the border of a small pond near
the place of the alleged assault.
When Williams gave evidence of having

a considerable sum of money he was asked
to explain bow he got it. Not being able
to do so it was decided to arrest him.

FOB FALSE LOVER.

^ourt Avenges the Murder
of the Beautiful Singer

of Budapest.
3APTAIN BOITCHEFFTO DIE

He Drowned His Sweetheart
That He Might Make a

Rich Marriage.
Pliilippoitolis, July 29..After an ex«

citing trial which began July 21, Captain
Boltcheff, ex-aide de cuinp of Prince Ferdinandof Bulgaria, and the Prefect of Police,M. Norelles, were found guilty of *

murder in the iirst degree, and Wahilieff,
a gendarme, of being accessory to the
crime.
Boitcheff and Novelies were condemned

to death, but at the same time it was announcedflint the sentences mlcht tie cnm-

muted to imprisonment foe. life and deprivationof their civil rights. They were
also ordered to pay £200 pounds each to
the child of Anna Szimon and to bear the
expenses of rearing the child.
The gendarme was sentenced to six and

a half years' imprisonment, to be followed
by the loss of his civil rights for a period
of eight years.
Boltcheff, who had hitherto seemed callous.broke down completely and wept bitterlywhen his sentence wus pronounced.

The wife of Boltcheff rushed into the dock
and, throwing her arms about his neck,
show'ered kisses upon his face, calling him
"My Innocent husband."
The person murdered was Anna Szimon,

the beautiful singer of Budapest. It caused
a tremendqiis sensation in Southern Europe,because the parties involved had
the highest connection with the Bulgarian
court.
Anna Szimon, the murdered girl, was

born in Budapest. Her parents gave her
an excellent education. At a very early
age she displayed an interest lh theatrical
matters, and, in spite of the opposition of
her parents, she joined a theatrical companywhich went to Belgrade and 3ubseQlientlvto Sonllii) A nnn nr>r.o,,voa .,< «.«

Orpheum, a theatrical hall of Sophia, and
there scored a great success. There she
made the acquaintance of Boitcheff.
Shortly after Boitcheff and Anna visited

Budapest. He told the girl's parents that
he would marry her when his financial
circumstances were better. The parents
of the girl believed him, and allowed Anna
to go back with him to Sophia. However,
in the year 1895, the parents of Anna receivedbad news from the Bulgarian capital.Anna saw that Boitcheff's affection
for her, through the influence of false
friends, hnd waned, and that he was trying
to get rid of her.
A former school friend of Anna's, the

wife of a telegraph chief of the Bulgarian
Government, was her worst enemy. This r

woman was the daughter of a poor tailor
who had come to Sophia from Budapest
and had made his fortune in Bulgaria.

Jealous Woman's "Victim.
Knowing that Anna knew of her former

poverty, she goaded Boitcheff on to get
iiu uj. iub gii'i, aiiu ituvistu in in lu iiianu

a rich marriage. A year ago plans were
made to murder Anna.
Boitclieff gave his consent, but when the

decisive moment came, he declined to be
a party to the action. Anna wrote a letter
to Budapest in which she told of the
conspiracy to murder her. She said in this
letter: "I took a carriage ride with Boltclieffin the neighborhood of Sophia. He
stopped the carriage before a villa and
pointing with hfs finger at it said: 'See,
Anna, this is the place where you were to
be killed. The murderers, however, shall
await your coming in vain, I love you too
much.'
"Since this tlmk, dear mother, I love

the father of. my child even more than before.Happen what may, I will be faithfulto him until death."
Shortly after her mother learned that

Boltcheff intended to marry a rich Bulgarianwoman. She wrote to Anna and
received the following answer: "I myself
have allowed Boitcheff to marry. Tie told
me that he was too poor to establish his
own household and that his plnn was to

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looking, and obtain a dowry from her.
After a year he ihtends to get a divorce.
My lover swore on the crucifix that he
loves me only and that he would never

leave me."
In the month of February of this year

Amja and her little daughter visited Budapest.Boitcheff had given her 500 gulden
to enable her to visit the Riviera. However,after a two weeks' stay in Budapest,she returned to Bulgaria, although
she knew that her life there was in danger.

Kidnapped in a Carriage.
Anna arrived in Philopopol on the 9th

of May. A carriage awaited her before a

hotel where she stopped, reildy to convey
her to the estate of Captain Boitcheff,
which was situated on tne outskirts of the

city, on the shores of the lovely Marizzu.
Here the girl was met by Boitcheff und the
police prefect, Novellc, who asked her to
leave her carriage and to enter a private
flacre. Without any suspicion Anna acceptedthe invitation and stepped into the
vehicle. It was driven toward the little
village Cztrpan. Near this place, situated
In the River Marizza, is a charming little
lolntiil holnniriuir tn Prln'rp Ferdinand. The
carriage stoppeif opposite the island. Anna
was seized by Boitchett and Novellc and
dragged out of the carriage. She tore herselfaway from the hands of her pursuers
and fled toward Czirpan. However, she
was again caught and brought to the shores
of the Marlzza. A chloroform bottle was

placed under her nose ami she fell to the
earth in an insensible condition. A large
stone was tied to her tieck and the
unfortunate victim was thrown into the
river.
Captain Boitcheff was one of the cadets

who assisted in kidnapping Prince Alexanderof Bulgaria and in driving the carriagein which the latter was transported
to the coast.
Ferdinand, when he succeeded Alexander.took a fancy to Boitcheff, had him

educated and attached him to the suito of
Princess Maria Louise, with the rank of
i'rlnce's Adjutant. uuring tne trim uts

wore on his breast a number of decorationsand a medal for bravery.
Novelics. who charged Bolteheffi with the

actual killing, continually made the sign of
the cross during the Captain's examination.
